SPECIAL ACTIVITIES 


As a result of tho activities of dissident and/or hostile 
organizations, individuals and the underground press, a special 
unit was established in April I960 to provide the Director of 
Security current Situation Information Reports on all dissident 
activities in the local area. Special requirements by tho Director 
of security, tho DCI, the DDS and other offices of the Agency 
resulted in 35 special reports which included the following*
